I. I am briefly to conſider the fact, 
namely, that the nobleſt of princes, or 
the moſt valiant and honourable of the 
earth, are liable to fall, and even to be 
ſuddenly cut down. Univerſal expe- 
rience forbids that any ſhould deny this 
* - propoſition; and it is needleſs by argu- 
ments to prove what every reaſonable 
perſon readily owns; but the inattention 
and vanity, both of princes and people, 
require a frequent remembrance of this 
affecting truth, and accordingly the ſerip- 
ture abounds in noticing the ſame. 


DEATH reigns over all without di- 
ſtinction, under the prince of life, our ex- 
alted Saviour, who is alive from the dead, 
and hath the keys of the grave. The 
king of terrors regards neither honour, 
riches, nor power; every character is 
alike to him; and it may truly: be ſaid, 
that againſt this enemy the moſt valiant / a
